STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims in their present amended forms have overcome the prior art of record because 
none of them teaches, discloses or suggests a method for cleaning a textile in the manner as those 
specifically recited. The present amended claims now require a method of cleaning textile 
wherein the heterogeneous composition comprises at least one liquid and at least one powder and 
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Hsu, one close prior art of record, fails to teach this limitation because Hsu is drawn to a layered 
liquid laundry detergent composition. Gladfelter, another close prior art of record, is drawn to a 
solid chemical concentrate. Antheunis, another close prior art of record, is likewise overcome 
because this reference is drawn to a nonaqueous built detergent composition which is made 
stable against phase separation (see abstract, page 2, lines 1-5), and therefore fails to teach a 
heterogeneous cleaning composition comprising two or more substances that are not evenly 
dispersed, and this reference also fails to teach, disclose or suggest the steps of diluting the 
heterogeneous composition to form an intermediate homogeneous cleaning composition and 
thereafter, adding the intermediate composition to a diluent in the presence of the textile to be 
cleaned. Accordingly, the subject matter, as a whole, would not have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art.
